DIPHTHERIA . 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  in  Carlton  was,  in  common  with  the 
rest  of  the  country,  slight,  only  two  cases  occurring,  and  the  rate  per 
thousand  population  for  Carlton  was  better  for  England  and  Thales  and  the 
148  Smaller  Towns.  Both  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and  made  a good 
recovery.  Three  cases  were  notified  each  year  in  1946  and  1947  . 

The  very  low  incidence  of  this  disease  throughout  the  country  is 
without  a doubt  a direct  return  from  the  active  immunisation  campaign  which 
has  been  carried  on  since  1941.  The  figures  for  the  country  for  the 

incidence  of  and  deaths  from  diphtheria  together  with  those  for  Carlton  are 
shewn  below  for  the  years  1937  and  1948.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  1937  was 
an  *’ave rage’*  year  and  that  there  has  been  a marked  decline  in  both  incidence 
and  deaths  during  the  intervening  years  .

Thers  has  been  a fairly  high  incidence  of  this  disease  throughout 
the  country  which  affected  Carlton  to  a degree  ^ the  rate  for  Carlton  being 
slighbly  over  half  that  for  the  country  as  a whole  » The  number  of  cases 
notified  nvas  171  which  32  less  thaU  in  1947c 


SCARLET  FEVER c 


There  were  69  cases  notified  which  were  more  than  duuble  those 
notified  in  1946  and  1947,  and  the  rate  per  thousand  population  is  slightly 
higher  than  those  for  the  country  as  a whole  and  for  the  14S  Sraaller  Towns, 

A certain  number  of  the  cases  appear  to  have  had  a common  source  of  infection 
at  a private  school  outside  the  district,  but  the  investigation  by  the  local 
authority  concerned  failed  to  trace  the  source  of  infoctiou,  No  deaths 
occurred  from  the  disease  and  19  of  the  patients  were  r*^..'.o''7e d to  hospital 
mainly  on  account  of  home  circumstances.  Apart  from  the  month  of  Ma.y, 
when  only  1 case  w/as  notified,  the  cases  were  generally  evenly  spr3ad 
throughout  the  year  and  it  is  interesting  to  record  that  the  'lype  of  disease 
now  prevalent  is  relatively  mild  as  compared  with  v'hat  wh.ich  -was  observed 
jT-ears  ago. 


ACUTE  POLIOlfYELITIS  , 

Whilst  no  Cases  occurred  looa  lljr  there  was  a widely  scattered 
incidence  of  this  disease  throughout  the  country,  but  tiie  opldemio  did  not 
assume  the  large  proportions  of  the  previous  year  and  appr i,ximate ly  only 
one  quarter  of  the  number  of  cases  notified  in  1947  occurred  during  1948. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  100^  satisfactory  treatment  of  the  disease 
and  the  best  that  can  be  achieved  is  the  re-education  of  the  affected 
muscles  . During  the  epidemic  the  public  would  be  wise  to  avoid 

congregating  together  in  cinemas,  theatres,  etc,,  and  visiting  swimming  baths. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

As  compared  with  194  7 when  only  45  cases  were  notified,  there 
has  been  a mild  epidemic  during  1948,  124  oases  being  notified.  Contacts 

who  had  not  had  the  disease  and  who  v\rere  attending  Inibnts'  Schools  were 
excluded  for  three  weeks  and  suitable  leaflets  regarding  Whooping  Cough  were 
sent  to  parents. 


OTHER  SPEC lAL  DISEASES  , 

INFLUENZA , 

There  was  no  marked  incidence  of  the  disease  either  throughout 
the  country  or  locally.  One  death  only  occurred  from  the  disease. 
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CANCER . 


The  53  deaths  from  Cahcer  during  1948  are  slightly  above  the 
average  figure  for  the  eight  years  given  belov\r,  but  this  is  of  little 
significance  as  relatively  few  deaths  involved  in  small  populations  make 
a not  inconsiderable  difference  in  the  averages  or  rates.

It  is  accepted  that  the  number  of  cases  of  cancer  occurring  at 
the  present  time  is  greater  than  occurred  years  ago.  But  two  factors 
should  be  borne  in  mind;  namely  that  diagnoses  are  more  accurate  and  that 
as  the  expectation  of  life  increases  - and  as  cancer  is  a disease  more 
common  to  middle  age  than  in  any  other  period  of  life  - more  cases  are 
bound  to  occur  in  the  middle-life  age  groups. 


TUBERCULOSIS  . 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  has  been  a further  decline 
in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  reported  during 
1948  . New  cases  number  3 8 (3  1 pulmonary  and  7 non-pulmona ry  cases) 

as  compared  with  46  in  1947  and  48  in  1946.

The  numbers  of  cases  occurring  in  each  year  throughout  the 
above  period  are  nearly  as  one  might  expect  - namely  a rise  during  the 
early  part  of  the  War  when  persons  were  working  long  hours  under 
unsatisfactory  blackout  conditions  and  a further  rise  during  1946  and^ 

1947  - an  expected  aftermath  of  a worldwide  conflict  as  we  have  experienced. 

The  marked  fall  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  1944  - when 
22  cases  occurred  - is  unusual  and  it  is  impossible  to  suggest  a reason 
for  this  departure  from  the  expected  average  number  of  cases.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  lEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  A^A . 


LABORATORY  SERVICES. 


The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham  and  the 
Ransom  Mem  or  ia  1 Laboratory,  Nottingham,  are  available  for  the  e.icaminat  ion 
of  specimens  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  purposes.  Specimens 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  are  examined  free  of  cost. 
Samples  of  milk  and  other  foods  were  delivered  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year  for  examination  to  Mr.W.W,  Taylor,  B.Sc.,  F ,I  .C , , Public 
Analyst  for  the  City  and  County  of  Nottingham,  but  subsequently  advantage 
was  taken  of  the  free  facilities  afforded  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  . 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE  . 


Until  the  transfer  of  the  Ambulance  Service  to  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  Natioml  Health  Service  Act, 

1946,  the  Council  provided  free  ambulance  facilities  for  accident  cases 
occurring  in  the  District  j for  residents  of  the  District  in  emergency  or 
where  treatment  was  necessary  and  transport  by  other  available  means  was 
not  practicable.  For  this  purpose  the  Council  tiBintained  two 

ambulances  and  one  car  for  sitting  cases . 

Provision  was  also  made  for  the  removal  of  infectious  diseases 
patients  to  hospital  and  for  their  conveyance  home  again  on  request. 

Ambulance  cover  at  a charge  of  ]/-  per  mile  for  the  ambulance  and 
6d.  per  mile  for  the  sitter-car  was  also  afforded  to  certain  parishes  within 
the  area  of  the  Basford  Rural  District  Council  by  arrangement  with  that 
Authority  and  to  parts  of  other  nearby  rural  areas  as  the  occasion  arose. 

The  follov'^ing  cases  were  dealt  v/ith  during  the  period  1st  January,  1948 
to  4th  July,  1948  inclusive  and  in  that  time  the  vehicles  travelled  a total 
of  14 , 166  mile  s .

NURSING  IN  THE  EOVE  . 

The  Home  Nursing  in  the  area  is  carried  out  by  the  Carlton 
and  District  Nursing  Association.  The  Association  was  taken  over  by 
the  local  Health  Authority  on  the  5th  July,  1948,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  but  it  is  still  administered  as 
a temporary  measure  by  the  former  Voluntary  Committee  which  is  responsible 
to  the  Health  Authority.  The  Nursing  Staff  is  supervised  by  Officials 
of  the  County  Council . 

The  Association  maintains  five  nurses,  together  with  a relief  nurse 
to  cover  holiday  and  other  leave.  In  addition,  a ma  le  nurse  was 
appointed  during  1948  and  commenoed  duty  on  the  1st  January,  1949,  and 
deals  with  all  chronic  male  cases.  Further  augmentation  of  Staff  is 
planned  and  it  is  anticipated  that  in  due  course  there  will  be  eight 
nurses  employed.

DIPHTHERIA  IIMMISATIOI^  AUD  VACCINATION. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  which  came  in  to 
operation  on  the  5th  July,  1948,  completely  alters  the  old  arrangements 
with  regal'd  to  both  immunisation  and  vaccination. 

Vaccination,  which  was  formerly  compulsoi'y  (thcugh.  a serious 
loophole  existed  in  that  an  individual  was  entitled  to  register  a 
conscientious  objection  and  thereby  avoid  vaccination),  is  now  on  a 
voluntary  basis  and  the  appointments  of  Public  Vaccinator  and  Vaccination 
Officer  are  now  obsolescent. 

Under  the  new  arrangements  the  Local  Health  Authority  is  responsible 
for  providing  facilities  for  diphtheria  immunisation  and  vaccination  of 
all  children  or  others  desiring  these  preventive  measures.  Special 
sessions  are  held  as  detailed  below  at  the  School  Clinic,  Park  House, 
Carlton,  where  the  work  is  carried  out  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
under  an  agreement  between  the  Carlton  Urban  District  Council  and  the 
Local  Health  Authority.  Where  an  individual  desires  his  own  Doctor 
to  carry  out  preventive  measures  theoc  may  be  done  under  the  National 
Health  Scheme  without  cost  to  himself.

IivMUN  IS  AT  IQ  N . 2nd  and  4th  Friday  in  each  month  (moraings) 

VACCINATION . 1st  and  3rd  Friday  in  each  month  (mornings) 

(since  5th  July,  1948). 

In  addition,  Carlton  children  resident  in  the  Lfepperley  area 
attend  the  Arnold  Clinic  at  lA  Plains  Road,  Mapperley  on  the  first 
Friday  morning  each  month  for  immunisation  and  since  the  5th  July,  1948 
also  for  vaccination.  This  monthly  session  precedes  the  one  on  the 
same  day  at  Carlton.

HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA  PROVIDED  BY  THE  LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY,

In  addition  certain  Carlton  residents  living  in  the  vicinity 
of  Mapperley  Plains  avail  themselves  of  the  facility  afforded  by  the 
Child  Welfare  Centre  at  lA  Plains  Road,  Ifepperley,  formerly  belonging 
to  the  Arnold  Urban  District  Council, 


DAY  NURSERY. 

A Day  Nursery  to  accommodate  the  children  of  mothers  who  are 
engaged  in  industry  or  who  cannot  otherwise  care  for  their  children 
during  the  day  is  operated  by  the  County  Council  at  Eastmoor  Drive, 
Carlton. 

There  are  places  for  25  children,  but  the  accommodation  would 
appear  to  be  totally  inadequate  as  it  is  understood  that  there  is  a 
waiting  list  for  admission  to  the  Nursery  of  some  70  names. 

I am  extremely  dubious  as  to  whether  the  provision  of  Day  Nursery 
accommodation  can  be  regarded  as  an  economically  sound  proposition,  for 
it  appears  to  me  that  the  cost  of  operation  of  Day  Nurseries  bears  little 
relationship  to  the  benefits  conferred  either  upon  industry  or  the  parent. 

It  is,  however,  felt  that  the  introduction  of  Nursery  Classes 
(accommodating  children  of  three  years  of  ago  upivordc)  would  be  of  greater 
advantage  to  the  District  as  a whole. 


HOME  HELP  SERVI  CE_^ 

During  1947  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  reconstituted  the 
Home  Help  Service  Scheme  which  had,  since  its'  inception  in  1937,  been 
of  a somewhat  casual  nature  and  it  is  interesting  to  record  that  the 
new  arrangements  were  initiated  in  Carlton, 

A whole  time  Sub~0rgan iser  for  the  Carlton  area  was  appointed  during 
1948  and  this  Officer  operates  from  Park  House,  Carlton  and  is  present 
there  daily. 

The  Scheme,  which  has  proved  an  unqualified  success,  provid-^s 
domestic  help  for  necessitous  cases  of  the  following  categories  where 
recommended  by  a Doctor  or  Njrse 

(i)  Maternity  cases 

(ii)  Mother  of  youn^  children  where  some  help  is  recommended 
by  the  Doctor 

(iii)  Cason  of  illness  where  no  other  help  is  available 

( iv)  The  aged  and  infirm 

The  domestic  assistance  provided  includes  cleaning,  plaiP 
cooking,  shopping  etc.,  but  does  not  include  nursing. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL  ACCaMODATION . 


As  in  previous  years  considerable  difficulty  and  a certain 
amount  of  delay  was  on  occasions  experienced  in  obtaining  hospital 
accommodation  for  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Patients  were  mostly  accommodated  at  lifensfield  or  Derby  Borough 
Isolation  Hospitals  or  the  Isolation  Hospital  maintained  by  the  Basford 
Rural  District  Council.  It  w^as,  however,  neaessary  to  send  one 
diphtheria  patient  to  the  Hospital  of  the  North  Notts,  Joint  Hospital 
Board  located  near  ''i'forksop  - a distance  of  some  thirty  miles  - and  whilst 
happily  this  was  not  an  urgent  case,  it  is,  in  rny  view,  a serious  matter 
that  cases  have  to  be  sent  so  far  afield.  Further,  had  the  case 
required  emergency  surgical  treatment  dire  results  might  have  occurred 
from  the  delay  in  obtaining  accommodation  and  in  taking  the  patient 
to  so  distant  a hospital. 

Though  the  Genera  1 Pract  itioner  became  responsible  for  obtaining 
hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  cases  as  from  the  5th  July,  1948, 
and  this  worry  was  thus  removed  from  the  Officials  of  your  Health 
Department,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  practitioner  does  not  have  to 
spend  the  many  hours  making  telephone  enquiries  with  a view  to  finding 
a bed,  as  has  been  done  by  your  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  past. 


CARE  OF  THE  CHRONIC  SICK, 

Whilst  the  provision  of  institutional  care  for  the  chronic  sick 
is  not  a responsibility  of  your  Council,  cases  requiring  such 
institutional  accommodation  come  to  notice  from  time  to  time,  being 
referred  to  mo  by  both  relatives  atii  medical  practitioners.  Details 
of  these  cases  are  forwarded  to  the  appropriate  authority,  but  it  is 
evident  from  the  lengthy  delays  v/hich  occur  before  admission  that 
accommodation  is  extremely  limited  and  the  position  appears  to  have 
become  progressive  ly  v\rorse  over  a period  of  years  . 

The  problem  is,  I think,  one  devolving  upon  the  question  of 
Staffing,  as  the  natural  tendency  of  Nursing  Staff  is  to  prefer  the 
nursing  of  acute  sick  to  caring  for  chronic  cases.  A further  factor 
is  that  accommodation  previously  used  for  this  purpose  has  now  been 
allocated  as  Hostels  for  the  elderly  requiring  no  nursing  care. 


NOTTINGHAMSHIRE  MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  UNIT  . 

The  Nottinghamshire  jVfess  Radiography  Unit  (which  is  controlled 
by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospitals  Board)  operated  in  the  District  at 
the  Station  Road  Secondary  Modern  School  for  Girls  from  the  6th  to  the 
31st  December,  194  8. 

The  number  of  attendances  was  2,168,  of  ?jhich  number  2 cases 
of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  found.  An  additional  5 cases 
of  quiescent  tuberculosis  wore  also  discovered  and  were  further 
investigated  by  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer, 
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SMITARY  CIR0UMSTAY3ES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SURPLIE ^ 

The  DistricL'  Is  supplied  with  water  by  the  llotbingham  Corporation 
Water  Department.  The  supply  is  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and 
quality  and  samples  are  regularly  taken  by  that  Department.  The 
water  has  no  plum.bo -solvent  action. 

Apart  from  some  60  houses  in  Hetherfield  and  some  9 premises 
in  the  Gedling  Ward  (the  rural  part  of  the  area)  all  the  houses  in  the 
district  have  a mains  supply.  Four  houses  only  are  sv;pplied  by  one 

standpipe  . 

The  60  houses  referred  to  above  are  provided  \vith  w'ater  from  a 
private  supply,  used  mainly  for  industrial  purposes  and  in  ':he  ownership 
of  the  Railvray  Esoecutive  . The  water  is  derived  from  a V/V  11  and  bore 
some  180  feet  deep  and  is  lifbed  to  high  level  storage  from  which  it  is 
delivered  to  the  houses  and  other  Railway  premises  by  gravity.  During 
the  yegr  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  from  cer’tain  of  the  houses 
and  representat ioPrS  were  made  to  the  Railway  Executive  regarding  the 
matter.  A-’'’ie.r  raeotings  between  the  Public  Ilea  1th  Officers  of  your 

Council  and  Officials  of  British  Railways,  the  Railway  Executive  agreed 
to  provide  a supply  to  the  houses  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation  mains 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  work  had  commenced  on  the  necessary  extension 
of  the  main. 

In  ouplification  of  the  above  paragraph  it  might  be  added  that 
samples  of  water  taken  from  the  houses  frequently  gave  results  placing 
the  water  in  Class  3 as  laid  down  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Report  on 
Public  Health  and  Medical  Subjects  No  ,71  "The  Bacteriological  E:xsmination 
of  Water  Supplies”  , These  samples  shewed  on  more  than  one  occasion 
the  presence  of  faecal  coli,  and  it  was  on  these  reports  that  the  attention 
of  your  Council  aUvl  the  Railway  Executive  wu  s draw'n  to  the  matter. 

Eight  of  the  nine  other  premises  m.entioned  in  the  Gedling  Ward 
as  not  having  a mains  supply  are  bungalows  which  obtain  their  water  from 
four  tube  wells  ofsdepths  varying  from  100  to  170  feet.  Samples  were 
taken  from  two  of  the  w-lls  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  the  Analyst  reported  each  sample  to 
be  of  satisfactory;  bacterial  quality  for  human  consumption,  domestic  use 
and  dairy  purposes. 

Two  or  three  firms  in  the  District  possess  private  wells  from  which 
water  is  drawn  fer  industrial  purposes. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  water  carriage  system  prevails  througho.,t  the  district,  the 
only  exceptions  being  premises  in  the  isolated  pa:ctrj  of  the  area  which  are 
drained  to  cesspools.  The  twenty  houses  (in  Buxton  and  Cromford  Avenues) 
noted  in  the  1947  report  as  being  drained  to  cesspools  have  been  connected 
to  the  sewer  during  the  year. 

The  only  other  new  works  of  sewerage  undertaken  are  those  in 
connect  ion  wit h the  development  of  new  housing,  sites  and  the  replacement  of 
an  existing  9 inch  diam.  sewer  in  ]\fein  Road,  Gedling,  by  a 15  inch,  diam 
sewe  r . 

In  the  low  lying  portions  of  the  district  the  sewage  is  lifted  by 
ejectors  to  a hi^  level  sewer  flowing  by  gravity  to  the  pump  house  at  the 
Station  Road  Depot,  where  it  is  lifbed  to  the  Nottingham  Ifein  Carrisr. 

The  remaindorof  the  area  drains  by  gravity  to  the  same  carrier  and  the  sewage 
is  dealt  with  on  the  Nottingham  Corporation  Sewage  Farm  at  Stoke  Bardolph. 
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A number  of  complaints  were  received  during  spells  of  hot 
weather  in  the  Summer  of  effluvium  nuisances  arising  from  these 
Disposa  1 Works  , 

Enquiries  elicited  the  fact  that  the  cause  vras  the  necessary 
use  of  certain  land  - in  close  proximity  to  the  Colwick  Ra ilway 
Sidings  and  hitherto  used  for  the  irrigation  of  tank  liquors  - for 
the  dyring  of  sludge  , The  prevailing  weather  conditions  exerted 
a marked  influence  on  the  severity  of  the  nuisance  and  after  the 
drying  of  sludge  in  that  particular  area  vras  discontinued  the  trouble 
wa  s la  r ge  ly  ab  a te  d 

When  the  proposed  new  activated  sludge  plant  is  installed  all 
cause  for  complaint  should  be  rem.oved , 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 


There  has  been  no  improvement  in  the  frequency  of  the  Service 
during  the  year,  but  additional  transport  is  awaited  and  it  is  expected 
that  during  1949  the  present  collection  of  refuse  at  approximately  ten 
day  intervals  will  be  improved  upon. 

The  existing  tip  is  reaching  the  end  of  its'  useful  life  and 
will  be  filled  to  capacity  during  1949  . It  is  to  be  soiled  over 
with  a view  to  the  provision  of  a recreation  ground  in  due  course. 

At  the  time  of  writing  a new  tip  site  of  approximately  23 
acres  has  been  obtained  nearby  the  present  tip  and  will  be  brought 
into  use  during  the  year.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  now  tip  will 
serve  for  a 15  - 18  year  period.

The  figures  given  above  do  not,  I think,  reflect 
by  any  means  the  true  position  with  regard  to  overcrowding 
and  I repeat  a comment  made  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1947, 
that  the  actual  facts  cannot  bo  ascertained  without  a 
survey  being  made  as  vra  s done  in  1936  . 

Whilst  the  number  of  known  cases  of  overcrowding  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  is  small,  the  present 
standard  is,  in  nay  opinion,  a deplorably  low  one  and  there 
are  very  many  families  within  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department,  which,  though  not  exceeding  the  ’’permitted  number” 
reach  or  nearly  reach  it  and  may  be  said  to  be  overcrowded 
"sociall  y”  . 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  your  Authority  adopts 
a superior  standard  when  allocating  Council  houses,  the 
number  of  bedrooms  only  being  considered  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  in  the  not  too  far  distant  future  a new  standard 
will  be  introduced  by  Parliament

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  third  Annual  Report  as  Senior 
SanitarjT-  Inspector  to  your  Authority, 

The  year  proved  to  be  one  of  difficulty  in  so  far  as  both 
Inspectorial  and  Clerical  Staff  was  concerned  and  it  is  a regrettable 
fact  that  arrears  of  certain  routine  duties,  e.g,,  sampling  of  ice 
cream,  thereby  accruing  can  never  be  overtaken.  I'otT/vithstanding  this 
depletion  of  Staff  much  has  been  achieved  and  detailed  information  is 
set  out  in  the  body  of  the  report , 

During  the  years  since  the  end  of  the  War  a high  proportion 
of  the  time  of  the  Deportment  has  of  necessity  been  directed  towards 
housing  repairs  and  1948,  has  not  been  on  exception.  Whilst  the 
availability  of  materials  and  the  labour  situation  hove  much  improved, 
considerable  difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  securing  the  execution 
of  essential  repairs  to  houses.  This  is  doubtless  accounted  for  by 
the  high  cost  of  building  work  and  - on  present  day  values  -•  the  low 
incones  from  the  properties. 

As  usual  the  important  duty  of  the  supervision  of  food  supplies 
and  of  food  premises  has  received  a full  shv.re  of  attention  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  record  that  generally  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  has 
been  maintained, 

I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  IVferabers  of  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  support,  to  my 
fellow  Officials  for  their  unfailing  co-operation  and  to  the  Staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  efficient  service.

FEOVISION  OF  DUSTBINS  , 

The  dry  o,  sh  collectors  have  continued  to  submit  at  regular 
intervals  details  of  all  premises  ■'.vithin  the  District  where  defective 
dustbins  exist.  Thus  every  bin  requiring  renewal  receives  attention 
with  a minimum  loss  of  time  , That  this  arrangement,  which  was 
introduced  in  1946,  has  proved  its  value  is  indicated  by  the  figures 
of  dustbins  supplied  by  the  Deportment  during  the  post  three  years. 

It  has  been  customary  in  the  post  for  cw  ners  and  agents  to 
replace  dustbins  requiring  renewal  despite  the  fact  that  there  is  not 
apparently  in  most  oases  any  contractual  liability  so  to  do.  Since  the 
High  Court  case  of  1948  (Chesterfield  R .D  ,C  , v First  National  Housing 
Trust)  owners  and  agents  are  refusing  to  renew  defective  dustbins  and 
notices  are  therefore  being  served  upon  tenants.
